Y Gets  Funds 
For  Radiation, 
Atomic  Study 

Atomic  Energy  Commission  is 
granting  $6,000  for  a one-year  re- 
search program  to  be  conducted 
by  Dr.  A.  Lester  Allen,  assistant 
professor  of  zoology.  This  grant 
is  to  study  effects  of  radiation 
on  Embryonic  development.  Mon- 
ey will  be  used  for  equipment 
payment  of  salaries  for  assist 
ance  and  research  personnel  ac 
cording  to  Dr.  Vasco  M.  Tanner 
professor  of  zoology  and  ento 
mology. 

Dr.  Allen  was  appointed  to  the 
position  of  assistant  professor  of 
zoology  in  1954.  He  received  his 
degree  from  UCLA  in  1951.  While 
a student  at  UCLA  he  received  a 
pre-doctoral  scholarship  from  the 
AEC.  After  receiving  his  degree 
he  spent  the  years  from  1951  to 
1954  as  an  instructor  at  the 
Orange  Coast  College  in  Cali- 
fornia.

Details  of  the  projected  new  residence  halls  for  800  men  at 
Brigham  Young  University  were  released  today  by  President  Ernest 
L.  Wilkinson. 

Plans  for  the  $2,500,000  addition  are  expected  to  be  completed 
before  the  And  of  the  current  spring  quarter,  and  construction  is 
scheduled  to  get  under  way  during  the  summer. 

The  new  men’s  residence  halls  will  become  one  of  the  show 

— — places  of  Utah.  Briefly  described, 

they  will  consist  of  five  buildings 
— a central  administration  build- 
ing and  four  residence  halls — 
with  adjoining  recreation  areas, 
lawns,  landscaping,  spacious  park- 
ing and  complete  service  facil- 
ities. 

New  halls  will  be  located  on 
about  15  acres  of  land  north  of 
1430  North  Street  and  east  of 
Canyon  Road  (a  quarter  mile 
north  of  the  stadium).  The  entire 
area  will  be  encircled  by  a road 
with  parking  all  around.  Access 
roads  will  join  Canyon  Road  on 
the  west  and  the  new  hill  road 
on  the  southeast. 

Colorful  Panels 
Structures  will  be  open  type, 
with  half  of  each  floor  in  win- 
dows and  the  lower  panel  of  each 
floor  faced  with  metal-backed 
plastic.  Colors  have  not  yet  been 
chosen  but  are  expected  to  be 
bright  and  varied.  Stair  wells  will 
present  entire  walls  of  glass  with 
panes  of  various  colors. 

Central  administration  building 
will  be  a one-story  structure  and 
the  dormitory  wings  two  stories, 
all  connected  by  enclosed  walks. 
The  entire  project  will  add  190,000 
square  feet  of  floor  space  to  the 
campus,  about  45,000  square  feet 
more  than  in  the  huge  Carl  F. 
Eyring  Science  Center. 

Dining  Hall  to  Serve  800 
Central  building  will  occupy 
40,000  square  feet  of  this  total. 
It  will  include  business  office, 
kitchen,  cafeteria  which  will  serve 
800  men  three  times  a day,  snack 
bar,  recreation  rooms,  meeting 
rooms,  central  lobby  mail  boxes,

Affirmative  Voting 
Alters  Constitution 
Six  Different  Ways 

Students  cast  enough  affirma- 
tive votes  during  registration  to 
pass  amendments  changing  the 
constitution  in  six  places,  it  was 
announced  by  Dee  Jacobs,  elec- 
tions chairman  . 

“Yes”  votes  totaled  the  neces- 
sary two-thirds  of  the  student- 
body.  A previous  election  on  the 
amendments,  conducted  in  re- 
ligion classes,  had  failed  to  draw 
enough  votes. 

First  of  the  new  laws  estab- 
lishes initiative  and  referendum 
provisions,  whereby  students  may 
bring  a studentbody  vote  on  orig- 
inal bills  or  measures  passed  by 
Legislative  Council.  A petition 
signed  by  10  per  cent  of  the  stu- 
dentbody is  required  to  bring 
measures  to  a vote.  In  the  case 
of  a referendum,  the  petition 
must  be  turned  in  within  two 
weeks  after  publication  of  the 
Council’s  action  in  the  Universe. 

Second  new  lew  revises  the 
method  of  amending  the  consti- 
tution. Future  amendments  may 
be  passed  by  affirmative  vote 
from  three-fourths  of  the  voters, 
providing  at  least  50  per  cent  of 
the  studentbody  cast  ballots. 

Another  law  gives  final  au- 
thority for  choice  of  student  pub- 
lication editors  and  business  man- 
agers to  a publications  commit- 
tee. A clause  in  the  former  con- 
stitution provided  for  student- 
body  election  if  two  candidates 
were  found  qualified  by  the  com- 
mittee. These  publication  heads 
will  now  be  required  to  take  the 
studentbody  oath  of  office  with 
the  other  officers. 

Class  representatives  to  Legis- 
lative Council  will  now  be  elected 
in  the  spring  rather  than  in  the

Dr.  Reid  will  serve  in  the  ab- 
sence of  Dr.  Ariel  S.  Ballif,  who 
left  Provo  Tuesday  to  take  over 
the  presidency  of  the  New  Zea- 
land Mission  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

Dr.  Reid  joined  the  Brigham 
Young  University  faculty  in  1953, 
and  became  acting  dean  of  stu- 
dents in  February,  1955,  when 
Dr.  Wesley  P.  Lloyd  left  for  an 
educational  mission  in  Japan.

Start  April  12 
With  Primaries 

Election  campaigns  and  pri- 
mary election  for  executive  coun- 
cil officers,  class  officers,  and 
class  legislative  council  repre- 
sentatives will  be  held  April  12- 
15,  according  to  Dee  Jacobs,  elec- 
tions committee  chairman. 

Executive  council  members  in- 
clude the  studentbody  president, 
first  vice  president,  second  vice 
president,  secretary-historian,  and 
business  manager.  Next  year’s 
sophomore,  junior  and  senior 
class  officers  will  be  elected  by 
this  year’s  freshmen,  sophomores 
and  juniors,  respectively. 

Deadline  for  poster  pictures 
and  nomination  petitions  is  April 
8.  Petitions  must  contain  signa- 
tures of  100  members  of  the  stu- 
dentbody. 

An  official  nominating  meeting 
will  be  held  for  all  campaign 
managers,  candidates,  and  inter- 
ested students  sometime  before 
the  campaign,  according  to 
Jacobs.

Primary  election  will  be  held  today  to  nominate 
candidates  for  officers  of  Associated  Women  Stu- 
dents and  Associated  Men  Students.  These  officers 
will  be  charged'  with  great  responsibilities,  there- 
fore the  students  who  elect  these  persons  should 
vote  with  wisdom. 

Just  what  will  these  officers  do? 

The  President  of  AWS  is  in  charge  of  the  Big 
Sister  Program,  the  Transfer  Party,  Preference 
Ball,  Christmas  Drive,  Song  Fest,  Women’s  Week, 
publication  of  AWS  booklet',  and  preparation  of 
a Homecoming  float. 

The  Big  Sister  program  provides  newly-arrived 
freshman  girls  with  “Big  Sisters,”’  who  are  upper 
division  girls  serving  as  companions  or  guides.  The 
transfer  party  is  given  for  transfer  students  who 
are  r\ew  at  BYU.  The  Preference  Ball  is  a “lady’s 
choice  affair  held  every  fall  quarter.  The  Christmas 
Drive  is  a campaign  sponsored  by  both  AWS  and 
AMS  to  provide  needy  Provo  families  with  Christ- 
mas gifts.  The  Song  Fest  is  a contest  for  which 
all  social  units  compete  in  writing  and  singing 
original  songs.  Women’s  week  is  a week  of  wom- 
en’s competition  in  athletics  and  a fashion  show. 
The  AWS  booklet  is  an  information  brochure  which 
serves  as  a guide  for  all  freshman  girls. 

President  of  AMS  coordinates  all  of  the  activ- 
ities of  that  organization.  Twelve  councilmen  are 
selected  by  the  President  to  supervise  the  follow- 


ing major  functions  during  the  school  year:  Y- 
Day,  Frosh  Field  day,  Autumn  Leaf  Hike,  Christ- 
mas Drive,  Snow  Carnival,  Fite  Nite,  Utah-BYU 
exchange,  Carnival,  AWS-AMS  party,  Assembly,  in- 
tramurals, and  Homecoming  Float. 

Y-Day  is  a traditional  clean-up  day  of  the 
campus  and  block  Y on  Y mountain.  Frosh  Field  day 
is  a day  of  athletic  competition  for  all  male 
freshmen  at  the  end  of  orientation.  The  Autumn 
Leaf  Hike  and  Dance  is  an  annual  trek  to  Maple 
Flats,  behind  Y Mountain,  followed  by  a dance  in 
the  evening.  The  AWS  and  AMS  collaborate  to  build 
a float  for  the  Homecoming  Queen.  The  Snow 
Carnival  is  a festival  which  includes  snow  sculpture 
and  winter  sports.  Fite  Nite  is  an  intramural  event 
which  features  boxing  and  wrestling  matches. 
Professional  exhibition  bouts  are  also  scheduled. 
Following  a BYU-Utah  basketball  game  the  AMS 
sponsors  a “Red  and  White”  exchange  dance.  A 
carnival  with  games  and  concessions  is  sponsored 
during  Spring  quarter.  Social  units  sponsor  booths. 
A Thursday  assembly  is  usually  prepared  by  AMS. 
Chairman  of  intramurals  is  a member  of  AMS. 

It  is  important  to  all  students  that  these  activ- 
ities be  well  managed.  It  is  also  important  that  all 
students  show  an  inerest  in  student  government. 
Voting  booths  will  be  set  up  today  and  tomorrow 
in  the  Eyring  Science  Center  and  the  Joseph  Smith 
and  McKay  Buildings.

fall.  Freshman  representatives 
will  still  be  elected  in  the  fall  as 
at  present. 

Another  law  provides  for  selec- 
tion of  the  Honor  Council  for  the 
following  year  by  a Legislative 
Council  committee  by  the  third 
week  after  general  studentbody 
elections.  Until  now  there  has 
been  no  mention  of  this  proced- 
ure in  the  constitution. 

Final  law  allows  incoming  sen- 
ior students  to  run  for  student- 
body  office  if  they  have  attended 
Brigham  Young  University  fall 
and  winter  quarters  preceding 
the  election  or  any  three  quar- 
ters previously.  Formerly  they 
could  run  only  if  they  attended 
BYU  the  year  of  election.

Congratulations  are  certainly 
in  order  for  most  of  the  student- 
body.  During  last  week’s  finals, 
the  students  displayed  a greatly 
improved  attitude  toward  student 
honor.  The  violations  reported 
marked  over  a 900  per  cent  in- 
crease over  the  same  period  last 
quarter.  It  is  evident  that  stu- 
dents are  becoming  increasingly 
more  honor  conscious;  let’s  keep 
it  up! 

One  major  problem  demanding 
immediate  attention  has  been 
spotlighted  during  the  last  few 
weeks.  Let’s  look  at  what  can 
happen  at  BYU  if  it  isn’t  cleared 
up.  This  is  how  exams  are  given 
at  several  colleges  with  which  we 
have  personal  contact: 

The  students  are  marched  into 
one  large  room,  placed  in  alter- 
nate seats,  and  a proctor  is  sta- 
tioned every  five  rows  to  watch 
for  cheaters.  There  is  absolutely 
no  freedom  given  to  the  students. 
They  can  stare  directly  at  their 
paper  or  the  ceiling — there  is  no 
middle  ground.  If  any  student  is 
observed  deviating  from  this  set 
pattern,  his  paper  is  confiscated 
and  he  is  flunked  without  any 
exception. 

Did  you  ever  stop  to  realize 
that  our  system  of  leniency  is  not 
permanent?  If  we  haven’t  what  it 
takes  to  make  this  system  work, 


it  will  be  replaced  by  a more  >; 
severe  one  that  will.  We  are 
gradually  losing  our  right  to  the  t-:

Are  we  just  little  children  who 
can’t  protect  themselves?  Unless 
we  take  it  upon  ourselves  to  im-  ir.

Locker  Question 

'To  Be  or  Not  To  Be,”  that  is 
the  question  in  Leland  Perry’s  of- 
fice over  the  problem  of  student 
lockers.  Perry  is  superintendent 
of  the  Physical  Plant  department. 

Over  500  book  and  coat  lockers 
have  been  installed  in  the  Eyring 
J Science  Center  and  the  McKay 
^Building.  These  lockers  may  now 
be  rented  through  the  physical 
plant  office  in  the  building  south 
of  the  Traffic  office.  The  charge 
is  $1  a quarter,  $2.50  for  three 
quarters,  or  $3  for  the  entire 
year.  In  addition  there  is  a $1 
key  deposit,  which  is  refunded 
upon  return  of  the  key. 

Each  locker  has  a separate  com- 
partment for  books  and  coats.  Mr. 
Perry  pointed  out  that  more  than 
one  student  might  share  the 
locker  at  no  extra  cost,  except 
for  an  additional  key  deposit. 

The  539  lockers  were  installed 
in  the  two  campus  buildings  to 
serve  the  needs  of  students,  many 
of  whom  had  requested  these 
facilities. 

Perry  stated  that  in  his  opinion 
the  addition  of  lockers  in  future 
buildings  would  be  dependent  on 
the  extent  to  which  students  rent 
the  lockers  in  the  McKay  and 
Science  Buildings. 

Rent  is  due  on  the  lockers  and 
locks  will  be  changed  March  31 
if  rent  is  not  paid  or  keys  re- 
turned, said  Mr.  Perry.  Posses- 
sions may  be  picked  up  in  the 
Physical  Plant  office,  if  lock  is 
changed.

Two  Utah  concerts,  sponsored  by  BYU,  are  scheduled  for  Provo  in 
the  George  Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse  on  May  12,  and  for  Salt  Lake 
City  in  the  L.D.S;  Tabernacle  on  May  11. 

Tickets  for  the  concert  are  now  available  by -fail  order  from  the 


George  Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse 
in  Provo  and  the  McCune  School 
of  Music  and  Art  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  Opening  of  the  box  ticket 
office  will  be  anounced  later. 

In  its  first  cross-country  tour 
in  34  years,  the  104  piece  orches- 
tra will  play  in  30  concerts  after 
28  weeks  of  subscription  perfor- 
mances at  Carnegie  Hall  in  New 
York. 

Dimitri  Mitropoulos,  musical 
director  of  the  Philharmonic 
Symphony  and  Guido  Cantelli, 
who  has  appeared  as  guest  con- 
ductor with  the  orchestra  for 
the  past  three  seasons  will  share 
the  conduction  responsibilities  of 
the  concerts. 

As  the  Philharmonic  pioneered 
and  moulded  this  country’s  cul- 
tural life,  it  grew  and  prospered, 
the  pride  of  its  own  city,  the  in- 
spiration of  newer  symphonic 
groups  in  other  communities.  In 
1892  it  settled  down  at  Carnegie 
Hall,  its  concert  home  ever  since. 

In  1928,  soon  after  Toscanini 
began  his  memorable  decade 
with  the  orchestra,  the  Philhar- 
monic merged  with  the  50-year- 
old  New  York  Symphony  which 
. had  risen  to  fame  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Walter  Damrosch.  Two 
years  later,  the  Philharmonic- 
Symphony  Orchestra  made  its 
historic  visit  to  Europe,  with  Tos- 
canini, playing  to  sold  out  houses 
in  fifteen  cities.  In  1942  the  or- 
chestra celebrated  its  centennial 
in  gala  fashion,  presenting  the 
most  distinguished  conductors  of 
the  entire  country. 

In  August  1951  the  Philhar- 
monic Symphony  sailed  for  Great 
Britain,  the  first  American  or- 
chestra to  be  invited  to  the  Edin- 
burgh Festival.  In  fourteen  con- 
certs under  Dimitri  Mitropoulos 
and  Bruno  Walter,  it  proved  a 
brilliant  and  persuasive  unoffic- 
ial Ambassador  of  Good-will.  On 
December  13,  1951;  it  marked  its 
5000th  concert. 

There  were  sixty-three  mem- 
bers in  the  organization  when  it 
was  founded.  Today  there  are  104 
regular  playing  members  of  the 
orchestra.  In  its  first  season  the 
Philharmonic  gave  three  concerts 
for  the  next  sixteen  years  four,

music  rooms,  supervisor’s  resi- 
dence, and  patio  leading  from  the 
dining  rooms.  Spacious  windows 
of  the  main  lobby  will  face  a 
beautifully-landscaped  park  on 
the  west. 

Four  residence  buildings  will 
be  sectioned  for  groups  of  35 
men;  that  is,  toilet  and  shower 
facilities  and  study  rooms  will 
be  placed  to  serve  35  men  each. 
Additional  living  rooms,  with  fire- 
places and  sliding  glass  doors 
opening  to  outdoor  areas,  will  be 
placed  for  each  100  men.  Service 
rooms  will  provide  ample  wash- 
ers, dryers,  ironers,  and  storage. 

Bedrooms  will  be  occupied  by 
two  men  each,  and  will  provide 
individual  beds,  study  tables  clos- 
ets, chests,  medicine  cabinets, 
bookshelves,  and  filing  cabinets. 

The  vast  new  project  will  be 
the  first  permanent  housing  for 
men  since  the  completion  of  Allen 
Hall,  7 North  and  1st  East  Streets 
in  1938,  with  a capacity  of  90  to 
100  men.  Seven  temporary,  frame 
barracks-type  buildings  were 
moved  from  Ogden  Arsenal  to 
the  campus  in  1946  under  the 
administration  of  President  How- 
ard S.  McDonald,  and  have  con- 
stituted the  main  on-campus  hous- 
ing for  men  since  that  time.  They 
accommodate  329  men  at  present.
